Gentlemen, 

1 beg'  to  submit  the  following  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December,  1925 — it  is  the  Annual  Report  as  to  the  General  Health 
of  the  District,  and  although  my  tenure  of  office  as  Medical 
Officer  only  dates  from  July  1 of  that  year,  I shall  endeavour  to 
make  the  Report  as  complete  as  possible.  I had  the  privilege  of 
being  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Hoo  Rural  District  for 
7 years,  some  years  ago,  so  I am  well  acquainted  with  its  general 
characteristics. 


The  area  of  19,727  acres,  situated  between  two  large  tidal 
rivers  with  an  undulating  surface,  is  naturally  a healthy  District, 
and  the  absence  for  many  years  of  any  serious  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease  confirms  this. 

The  population  being  mostly  agricultural — and  scattered, 
also  tends  to  decrease  this  incidence  of  zymotic  diseases.  The 
village  of  Hoo  contains  the  largest  number  of  dwellers  in  the  area 
— many  of  these  however  live  in  newly  constructed  houses  where 
the  sanitary  arrangements  are  quite  satisfactory. 

Resides  agricultural  work  and  brick  making,  many  of  the 
workers,  especially  in  the  village  of  Hoo,  are  engaged  at  the 
Admiralty  Works  at  Chattenden,  and  there  are  also  a certain 
number  working  at  the  Holm  & Co.’s  Pulp  Works,  Kingsnorth, 
Hoo,  and  the  new  Medway  Oil  and  Storage  Co.’s  Works,  Isle  of 
Grain. 
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These  works,  which  produce  the  “ Power  Petrol,”  I 
inspected  a few  weeks  ago.  The  sanitary  arrangements  were 
quite  satisfactory.  I believe  there  are  about  140  men  employed, 
but  many  of  these  have  to  live  away  in  the  towns,  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  dwelling  houses,  and  but  for  an  excellent  service  of 
buses  there  would  be  great  difficulty. 

A small  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  among  children 
attending  Hoo  St.  Mary’s  School,  it  was  however  confined  to  this 
area.  Three  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  at  Decoy  Farm  Cottages, 
High  Halstow,  the  children  were  removed  to  the  Strood  District 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  recovered.  I visited  the  cottage  with  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  made  a report  thereon.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  as  a result  has  issued  a closing  order.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  year,  I find  there  were  three  cases  of  Scarlatina,  the 
remains  of  a small  outbreak  in  the  autumn  of  1924 — these  were 
isolated,  and  no  further  cases  have  arisen.

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
the  31st  December,  1925,  in  relation  to  duties  discharged  as 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Inspection  Officer  under  the  Housing  and 
Town  Planning  Acts,  Inspector  of  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk 
Shops,  Inspector  under  the  Petroleum  Acts  and  Surveyor  of  New 
Buildings. 

The  work  has  again  included  the  usual  House  Inspection, 
Inspection  of  Factories,  Workshops,  Bakehouses,  Dairies,  Cow- 
sheds, Slaughterhouses,  New  Buildings,  Infectious  Diseases 
inquiries  and  general  supervision  of  the  work  of  Scavenging  and 
Cleansing  of  Sewers  in  the  parishes  of  Hoo,  Allhallows,  Stoke 
and  Grain,  and  the  Council’s  Filter  Beds  in  the  parishes  of  Hoo, 
Stoke,  Allhallows,  and  St.  Mary’s,  Hoo. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  have  been  17  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified 
during  the  past  year — including  1 case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  3 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  at  High  Halstow,  also  1 case  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  1 case  of  Diphtheria  at  Stoke. 

The  3 cases  of  Diphtheria,  at  High  Halstow,  were  removed 
to  Gravesend  Isolation  Hospital,  the  case  of  Diphtheria,  at  Stoke, 
died. 


The  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital  is  still  being  occupied  as 
a private  dwelling.

Visits  were  made,  advice  given  for  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  infectious  disease,  and  inspections  and  disinfections 
carried  out  at  the  premises  where  cases  of  infectious  disease 
occurred.

Chief  defects  found  to  exist  in  the  15  houses  inspected 

Defective  earth  closets. 

Offensive  and  dilapidated  privies. 

Defective  drains  and  cesspools. 

Defective  water  closets. 

Dilapidated  out-houses. 

Dampness. 

Dirty  walls,  ceilings,  & c. 

Defective  or  insufficient  gutters  and  down  pipes. 
Defective  walls,  ceilings,  floors,  windows,  stairs,  &c. 
Defective  roofs,  chimneys,  &c. 

Broken  and  worn-out  fire  stoves. 

Defective  vent  and  soil  pipes. 

The  majority  of  these  defects  have  been  remedied  without 
resorting  to  Statutory  methods. 

There  are  a great  number  of  defective  privies  in  the  district, 
and  I am  glad  to  report  that  I am  receiving  the  support  of  pro- 
perty owners  in  the  conversion  of  these  privies  into  pail  system.
